Eminent British Surgeon Believes 
Green to Be Better Color Than 
White, at Present Used. 


The “immaculate white” of an oper- 


| ating room and everything in it has 


long been a byword, but it is more 
than likely that this will soon change 
to a “verdant green,” or some other 
shade of nature’s favorite color. Brit- 
ish physicians, who have lately had 
an amplitude of practice in operating 
rooms, are finding that white is too 
wearisome to the eye and causes fa- 
tigue. It also detracts from the value 
of light on and within the wound. 
Light ise now being focused on the 
wound, not around it, with much bet- 
ter results.

Important Russian Industry. 

The production of wood pitch and 
tar is a highly important industry of 
districts of Russia. A 
large quantity of such substances is 
not only used for home consumption 
in Russia, but is also exported to for- 
England alone takes 
over 100,000 barrels yearly of Russian 
pitch and tar. In normal times pitch 
is exported chiefly to England from 
Archangel, where it is one of the prin- 
cipal articles of trade, while turpen- 
tine has been shipped to Germany 
from the Baltic ports and overland. 
In recent years in western Russia, es- 
pecially near the Vistula river, large 
quantities of pitch and turpentine have 
been distilled from the stumps left 
after the clearance of woods, this hav- 
ing been in great demand in Germany 
on account of its good quality and low 
price. Up to the present time the cp- 
erating methods employed in this in- 
dustry have been, for the most part, 
of a primitive character, and carried 
on in small establishments, where the 
owner is at the same time workman 
and salesman. &

KITCHEN “KINKS” OF VALUE 


Good Substitute for Eggs When They 
Are Scarce—To Separate Whites 


From Yolks, 


When eggs are scarce a teaspoonful 
of cornstarch can be made to take 
the place of one egg. When combined 
with eggs it makes puddings, cakes 
and pies lighter. 

When the whites of eggs are used 
and the yolks are not wanted fur sev- 
eral days, beat them up with a little 
cold water and put them away in a 
cool place. They will keep good for 
quite a while. If they are to be 
used for salad dressing the water must 
not be added. 

When separating the whites from 
the yolks of eggs one will sometimes 
break the yolk into the white, in 
which case the whites do not beat 
light. Dip a clean cloth into warm 
water, wring dry, touch the yolk 
which has been dropped into the white 
with the cloth and it will cling to 
the cloth. 

If you wish to save the shells, 
break away just enough of the small- 
er end of the shell to remove the 
contents. Then carefully wash the 
shells and put them away in a safe 
place. Later you may fill these shells 
with jelly, covering the broken end 
with paraffin paper. This is a con- 
venient way to carry jelly for 
lunches, 


Parsnip Cakes. 

Take one large cupful of mashed 
parsnips, half a teaspoonful of salt, 
one egg, a heaping teaspoonful of good 
baking powder, in one cupful of flour 
and three-quarters of a cupful of milk. 
Stir the mixture till it is a smooth bat- 
ter; then have some fat in a frying 
pan half an inch deep and drop the 
batter into it by spoonfuls. Brown it 
nicely on one side, then turn it. The 
cakes will be found most delicate and 
may be eaten alone or with any other 
course, 


Satisfactory Sprinkling. 
Here is a method for 
elothes which will be found very sat- 
isfactory. This save@a lot of trouble 
and prevents the hands from getting 
chapped ,in cold weather. Take an 
ordinary ‘cork and cut a smalt 
in it lengthwise. Fill a glass bottle 
with water and put the cork in it.

Egg sauce made in this way is de 
licious, Beat the whites of three eggs 
stiff. Beat the yolks until creamy 
and sweeten with three tablespoon- 
fuls of powdered sugar. Just before 
serving fold in the stiff whites and 
serve immediately. 


Italian Stew. 

One pound ground round steak, cook 
ten minutes; one can tomatoes, few 
notatoes cut in cubes, cook ten min- 
utes more couple of onions cut up; 


cook about two cupfuls of spaghetti 
in boiling water for 15 minutes, then 
put in stew. 


Removing Top From Milk Bottle. 

It is often hard to get the top oat 
of the milk: bottle without a deluge. 
The next time it sticks use the point 
of a can opener for the purpose. A 
large pin is also effective.

Relics of Cliff Dwellers. 

Recently discovery was made by 
forest rangers of an unexplored ruin 
of the ancient cliff dwellers in the 
Mesa Verde park, and subsequent de- 
velopments have proved that it is both 
extensive and interesting. A long 
ladder was constructed and swung 
over the face of the cliff at a height 
of 600 feet from the bottom of the 
canyon. The ruins contained 25 rooms, 
but no kiva, or large ceremonial cham- 
ber, such as is usually found in simi- 
lar ruins. The rangers in a brief and 
cursory exploration of the ruins found 
in plain sight ten stone axes, fourteen 
large stone jars, each eighteen inches 
high and three feet, six inches in cir- 
cumference, two small jars, two parts 
of woven baskets, one wooden slab 
five inches wide, twelve inches long 
and one-half inch thick, curved up at 
the sides; several pieces of yucca 
rope, one piece spliced with sinew, 
one piece of woven yucca fiber and 
several human bones.
